GOS SIP OF THE TU RE. 

In one of the recent morning sets of the P. J. 
Dwyer string, wintering at the Gravesend track, 
was the three-year-old Merry Acrobat, which has 
grown and spread into as good looking a three- 
year-old as one would wish to see. He has shown 
more improvement since he quit racing at West- 
chester last fall than any three-year-old around. 
He is heavily engaged in all the big three-year-old 
events, and also in the Brooklyn Handicap, and 
the way he looks and is wintering he will be a hard 
horse to beat in some of the three-year-old races. 

Joe Cobb is another coming three-year-old who 
has grown into a grand looking horse. He is more 
on the order of a sprinter, and has the largest quar- 
ters of any horse at the track. Joe Cobb promises 
to be a hard horse to beat at six or seven fnrlongs 
in the early spring. 

Africander, which is also wintering at the 
Gravesend track, was retired early last fall at the 
Brooklyn meeting. He is a genuine looking race- 
horse from his feet up and has more strong points 
for stake form than any three-year-old now winter- 
ing at the Long Island tracks. Africander is en 
gaged in all the principal three-year-old stakes, in 
which he should hold his own, as he is a weight 
carrier, has plenty of speed and in all of his races 
wanted to go on. 

The broodmare. Golden Reel, by Rayon d’Or — 
Reel Dance, by War Dance, owned by 8. 8. Brown 
Christiansbnrg, Ky., is dead at McGratbiana. She 



ran into a fence at McGrathiana stud, where she 
had been sent to be bred to King of Coins, and died 
of her injuries. Golden Reel was a great producer, 
being the dam of the stake winner, Rastns; Roman 
Chief, winner in England: Mike Mullen, Hattie 
Vaughn and others of note. 



Before going on his vacation Frank Clarke, super- 
intendent of the Coney Island Jockey Clnb race- 
course, said that the new stable being built for 
John A. Drake’s horses was nearly finished and, 
in hie opinion, would be occupied in May, inas- 
much as the stable would begin operations at the 
Morris Park spring meeting. The significant fact 
that Enoch Wishard, their trainer, preferred to 
winter the Drake stable at Nashville, instead of 
Chicago, as was done last year, is pointed out as 
evidence that the principal string in charge of 
Wishard would be wanted for an early meeting. 



Dr. J. Grant Lyman, the New York turfman, has 
telegraphed G. D. W’ilson, of Lexington, Ky., to 
ship at once to Morris Park nineteen head of two 
and three-year-olds which are now quartered at 
Meadowthorpe Stud. They will be in charge of 
James McLaughlin, the famous ex-jockey. 

They represent a cost of $10,000 to Dr. Lyman. 
Among the two-year-olds in the collection are a 
number of Futurity candidates. The nine head of 
horses owned by Dr. Lyman which are quartered at 
Iroquois Stud, including the three-year-olds, Monte 
Carlo and Tantalus Cnp, will remain for the pres- 
ent, in charge of trainer Walter N. House. 

It is believed that the trouble between Col. James 
E. Pepper and Dr. Lyman has been patched up, 
and that they have again formed a partnership. 
The horses going to New York are owned jointly by 
Pepper and Lyman. 

Oots Brothers are thinking well of the chances of 
their three-year-old half-brother to McChesney, the 
chestnnt colt First Mason, a son of G. Eastin’s 
famous First Mate. They went slow all last season 
with this youngster, he being of the growthy order, 
and this winter he has developed into one of the 
grandest looking colts in Kentucky. In appear- 
ance no stable has a brighter prospect for a bril- 
liant three-year-olu than this Derby candidate, 
First Mason will probably not race before the La- 
tonia Derby, and will be especially pointed for the 
American Derby. He is not engaged in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

W. F. McCormick, one of the bast known horse- 
men in the United States, has been brought from 
Folsom Prison, en route to the State Hospital for 
the Insane at Napa, Cal. McCormick was sent to 
Folsom on May 16 for a term of ten years for the 
murder of Thomas Cullen, a stable boy employed 
on the Rancho del Paso, He was a horse trainer 
for the Rancho del Paso, G. B. Morris, T. H. Wil 
Hams, Theodore Winters and several others. He 
achieved his greatest success while in the service 
of Wictors, when he trained that veteran’s stable, 
including the famous El Rio Rey. 



MEMPHIS STAKE ENTRIES. 



Milton Young has moved seven of his horses in 
training from McGrathiana Stud to the old Ken- 
tucky Association course, where they will be given 
their preparation by trainer John Rodegap. 
Among them are Rampooza, the three-year-old 
son of Wadsworth— Mischief ; Second Mate, three- 
year-old colt, by First Mate— Vera ; Jean Gravier, 
three-year-old colt, by George Kinney— Hilda III.; 
First Chip, three-year-old colt, by First Mate- 
Chippie; a two-year-old filly, by Pirate of Penz- 
ance, and a half-sister to J. Sidney Walker and a 
pair of green youngsters. 

Jockey Rntter says he would prefer to ride in 
this country another season if he could make a 
satisfactory engagement. If not he will return to 
Russia in the sprinor, Rutter can do 107 pounds 
and will bo seen in the saddle at New Orleans dur- 
ing the present week. He will ride for S. G. Mor- 
ton during the remainder of the meeting. 



The officials of the Memphis Jockey Club have 
good reason to be well satisfied with the outlook 
for their meeting of 1903. Their list of stakes 
which closed January 3 attracted an entry list that 
embraces most of the good horses of the west, a 
gratifying testimonial to the great popularity of 
this model racing organization. Especially notice- 
able is the big increase over last year of nomina- 
tions to tbe Montgomery Handicap. The western 
handicap division of this year promises to be much 
superior to that of last year numerically and in 
respect to quality, the Montgomery Handicap 
affording the first illustration of this statement. 
Secretary Macfarlan has furnished the press with 
the following statement of entries received :

MADDEN’S PLANS. 



John E, Madden, the Lexington turfman, has 
begun active preparations at Louisville with his 
horses, which are quartered at Churchill Downs, 
for the season’s campaign. He says that he will 
give them his full attention from now until they 
were shipped east the latter part of April, says an 
eastern exchange. 

“ ‘I have forty-five head at the Downs,’ said Mr. 
Madden, ‘and if they turn out as well as my lot did 
last year and the year before I will be satisfied. 
Louisville is tbe place to train horses ; at least, I 
have always found it so. Tbe climate just suits tbe 
thoroughbred. It is neither too hot nor too cold. 
The water and the air are better for the two-year- 
old than any other place. It is their native heath. 

“ ‘Time has proven my conclusions Every year 
the best racehorses are trained in Louisville and 
bred in Kentucky. Look at the good two-year-olds 
last year: Savable, the winner of the Futurity, 

was trained at Churchill Downs ; Irish Lad, Mexi- 
can, Skilful, Acefnll, Early, Merry Reel and many 
others received their preparatory work there. 

“ ‘It is unquestionably one of the handiest places 
to get to, and the best racecourse in the west, if not 
in the whole conntry. It is the safest trade for the 
youngster, and I will never change my training 
■quarters as long as I am in the racing business. 

“ ‘1 will not let up on my horses from now on for 
sle^ rain or cold weather. I am prepared to get 
tbeM ready early. I did it last year, and the 
weather was very bad for five or six weeks, and I 
will proceed in the same way this year. 

“ ‘The yonngsters by my favorite horse Mirthful 
look equally as good as those by the same sire did 
at this time last year. I think I have got some fine 
ones in tbe lot, perhaps not a $10,000 one, and may- 
hap I will want more for one or two after the sea- 
son gets a little older. 

•“I will reside at the Galt House permanently 
until I go east. My business is with my horses, 
and that is where yon will find me.’ ”
